The report also recommend- 
ed that a system of fees and 
charges be established for use 
of high-cost recreational facil- 
ities to offset operation and 
maintenance ‘costs of free fa- 
cilities; that: neighborhood rec- 
reational organizations be en- 
couraged and that the sub- 
mitted plan be restudied and 
updated at intervals’ of not 
more than five years. 

The study made no mention 
of costs of its programs. 

Hebert estimated implemen- 
tation of the master plan prob- 
ably would run from $5 million 
to $8 million over a 15-year pe- 
riod. 

The study pointed out that 
the Allen Organization has 
been associated with parks 
and recreation projects in 
Pittsfield for many years. It 
first prepared a master plan 
for the city in 1947. and has 
done subsequent studies on 
master plans for Springside, 
Coolidge, Wild Acres Sanctuary 
and Brattlebrook Park. In ad 
dition, the firm prepared the 
master plan for the YMCA’s 
Ponterril facility’ and engi- 
neered the swimming pool for 
that project.

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The problem with Park Square 


Picking priorities: the pedestrian or the motor vehicle 


By Charles Bonenti 


A proposal by the Berkshire Garden 
Club this week to relieve downtown traf- 
fic congestion in Pittsfield by anchoring 
the Park Square green to the library side 
of the city’s major crossroads deserves 
serious consideration if only for its intent 
to increase pedestrian use of the park. 

Big public spaces are at a premium in 
Pittsfield. Unfortunately here, aS in 


_ many American cities pedestrians have 
| been fighting a losing battle to maintain 


their own rights-of-way over the automo- 
bile. The solution to urban traffic woes 


| has invariably been one of widening roads 
__ at the expense of pedestrian spaces, 


The tradeoff is happening every day. 
And given a token space to call his own, 
as compensation for losing out to the au- 
tomobile elsewhere, the pedestrian, more 


| often than not ends up with second-best 
| — like the new and costly Liberty Mall, 
a windswept, inhospitable slab of majes- 
| tic proportions. 


One can only hope plans now in the 
works for a public plaza at the inter- 
section of Eagle and North streets will 
result. in a far more sensitive solution 
than has been achieved at Liberty Mall 
— and for good reason, The Eagle Street 
corner with its railroad bridge balust- 
rade has long been a congregating point 
for teen-agers and old-timers alike. 

Its proximity to the Pipe and Package 
Store and the Bridge Diner, both of 
which invite leisurely pedestrian use, as 


» well as its frequent service as a pickup 


or dropoff point for automobile passen- 


), gers, have kept this intersection alive as 
‘one of Pittsfield’s few outdoor gathering 


places.

What has kept the park from becoming a 
more widely used pedestrian refuge “is 
the maelstrom of motor traffic that en- 
circles it day and night. Few mothers 
would permit their youngsters to play 
catch on this glorified rotary while an 
oldster has to muster all his agility to 
run the three-lane encirclement before a 
network of traffic signals. unleashes the 
next wave of vehicles.

The Berkshire Garden Club proposal, a 
collaborative effort by Pittsfield-based 
architects Robert B. Deloye, Jonathan 
Rose of Prentice Bradley Associates and 
Mrs. Margaret Lewis, would see the oval 
park moved slightly south and the Athe- 
naeum side of the Square turned over to 
pedestrian use. 

Mrs. Edgar M. Buttenheim, chairman 
of the club’s Garden Committee, in 
presenting the plan to Mayor Dobelle 
this week, said she envisioned a contin- 
uous stretch of lawn, laced with pedestri- 
an walks, from Wendell Avenue to South 
Street. Outdoor book fairs,concerts and 
art exhibits are among the cultural ac- 
tivities the Garden Club predicts we will 
see more of if the revision is allowed. 

Indications are, however, that the plan 
is already facing an uphill battle. The 
mayor’s response has been lukewarm, at 
best, and questions. have already been 
raised as to whether the. proposal will 
really solve any traffic problems at all. 
To: boot, critics are already protesting 
that the alternation will destroy what 
people have .come to regard as the his- 
toric, oval axis of the city.

What is distressing about this kind of 
recreation is its apparent disregard for 
pedestrian needs and amenities in the 
city. A-preoccupation with layouts, turns 
and traffic flows will, as past experience 
elsewhere has shown, only generate 
more downtown traffic and: hasten the 
erosion of whatever green space is left 


downtown. The process is usually slow 
but insidious. 

Historical arguments, valid in some 
cases, can also prove a rigid bulwark 
against needed change. 

Where the Park Square plan does fall 
down is in its apparent failure to treat 
the square as a complete architectural 
unit. We see a great deal of energy de- 
voted ‘to the enhancement of the Athe-

Unless a strong visual link is estab- 
lished between this wall and the main

stead with a three-sided stage set. 


Too, the idea of a parking lot at the 


South Street end ofthe park is pure to- 


kenism, an obvious ploy to quell argu- 
ments over the sacrifice of existing park- 
ing spaces. 

A much better solution would be to 
keep the circular drive in front of the 
Athenaeum open to traffic and parking. 
but on a limited basis. 

This might be accomplished not 
through signs and barricades, but by 
paving the drive in rough stone to dis- 
courage casual use by motorists, but still 
allow those who have specific business at 
the library or adjoining shops to ‘park 
their vehicles temporarily. : 

The drive would be roped off during 
exhibits or other outdoor functions and 
yet at all times allow pedestrians a safe 
crossover or walkway. 

The Berkshire Garden Club proposal 
comes at a time when we must all be 
thinking about:preserving the urban ‘as- 
sets Pittsfield still has left. Its greatest 
merit is in at last recognizing the impor- 
tance of the pedestrian, If it falls down 
in the narrowness of its scope, we can 
only applaud.a move that attempts to 
give people an edge over the automobile.

This is because Marchesi doesn’t have a le- 
gal background and his chief competitor for 
the job, Edmund F. McBride Jr., who has been 
acting clerk and who is the son of the retiring 
clerk, is a lawyer.-Furthermore, McBride, ac- 
cording to all the functionaires of the court, is 
well liked and has been doing a commendable 
job.

The fact that Marchesi has been extremely 
active in Republican party activities, of 
course, didn’t hurt his candidacy. It gave him 
the necessary visibility with Republican Gov. 
Francis W. Sargent, for whom Marchesi was 
the Pittsfield campaign coordinator in the 1970 
election. 

Nevertheless, the Sargent administration has 
been generally meticulous in its court appoint- 
ments and if Marchesi hadn’t measured up to 
some kind of acceptable standards, there is an 
excellent likelihood that he would not have 
been appointed. The governor’s top legal ad- 
viser, Atty. William Young, was apparently 
satisfied that Marchesi was qualified even 
without a legal background. 

As the No. 2 man in the city’s Park Depart- 
ment, Marchesi has been responsible for the 
planning, organizing, promoting and directing 
of recreational programs for people of all ages 
indoors and outdoors in all seasons of the year.

A number of legitimate questions 
have been raised in connection with 
the proposal for city acquisition of 
the 48-acre Camp Onota property on 
West Street. They are questions that 
can and should be answered. 

But almost nobody has seriously 
questioned - the ' basic premise that 
the city is being offered a unique, 
once-in-a-lifetime » bargain. That 
premise is. unarguable, because the 
facts speak for themselves. . © 

What it boils down to is that the 
imminent closing of Camp Onota, 
combined with the availability” of 
state and federal aid for municipal 


_ land acquisitions, has placed. within 


the city’s easy reach some $800,000 
worth of ready-to-go, superbly  o- 
cated lakefront recreational facil- 
ities at a net cost to local taxpayers 
of approximately $115,000. It is 
really as simple as that. 

Under normal circumstances, with 
plenty of time to think about it, one 


could hardly imagine anyone saying ° 


no to such a proposition What has 
muddied the Camp Onota opportu- 
nity is a complicated option situation 
which has brought the issue to a sud- 
den head under circumstances re- 
quiring a faster decision than gov- 
ernmental bodies are accustomed to 
make t 

The hesitancy of some members of 
the City Council to take the plunge 
so quickly 1s easy enough to under- 
stand Nobody likes to make a big 
decision while a countdown 1s. al- 
ready under way and before there 
has been an opportunity to explore 
every last ramification of the deal 

But the fact 1s that in this case 
there is already enough information 
in hand to establish conclusively the 
soundness of the proposition and the 
certainty that the city cannot go 
wrong The legitimate questions that 
are being asked—how the park 
would be operated, how best to pay 
for it—can all be answered satisfac- 
torily But they are academic ques- 
tions unless the decision to proceed 
1S made first and now 


The question of where the money 
is to be found may be the easiest of 
all to answer, if only because the 
city currently happens to have on its 
hands some surplus and highly sale- 
able undeveloped land that could be 
disposed of as necessary to pay for 
Camp Onota: The most obvious can- 
didate for such a trade-off is the 
Burgner tract on Williams Street, 
valued at more than $225,000 and ac- 
quired mainly as a possible site for 
a high school which isn’t going to be 
built after all. 


The question of how to operate the 
Onota property would seem equally 
amenable to satisfactory resolution. 
There are many options, depending 
on how the facilities are to be 
staffed and whether fees are to be 
charged. But even the highest 
Maintenance figure that has been 
mentioned, $150,000 a year, repre- 
sents only 50 cents on the tax 
rate—a bargain by any standards. 


Easiest of all to answer is the ar- 
gument that the city shouldn't ac- 
quire more property when it has un- 
developed parkland already. If -de- 
veloped land is what we need, Camp 
Onota is spectacularly it. The 
needed recreational facilities are all 
there, ready to use. 


In pleading for this acquisition be- 
fore the City Council two nights ago, 
Parks Superintendent Vincent J. He- 
bert recalled the story of the Ram- 
sey property next to. Burbank 
Park—offered to the city in the early 
1950s for. $12,500, rejected as too ex- 
pensive, and finally purchased by 
the city 15 years later for $200,000. 


The Camp Onota property is of 
course in a different league, being 
bigger and far choicer, but the same 
point applies—except in one crucial 
particular If the land isn’t bought 
by the city it is slated for immediate 
residential development Thus a fail- 
ure to seize this opportunity now 
would be not merely a costly mis- 
take but one that could never be un,

City’s interest in property dates back more than a year

_ The camp business isn't what. it 
used to be. That basically is why 
‘Camp Onota is for sale and being con- 
sidered as a. municipal park. 
, A lot of kids don't want to go ito 
camp anymore, and a lot of parents 
ee afford to send them if they 
Since. the proposal to purchase 
Camp Onota was first brought before 
the public a week ago, jit has gener- 
ated>a.lot.of interest, controversy, and 
confusion.

The following is a history of the 
transactions involved, as outlined by 
Berkshire Natural Resources 
‘Council and others: 

Irving Rubin of ‘New York bought 
the 48-acre Onota Lake camp in 1966 
for ‘$225,000. It has facilities for 190 
boys. But for the last few years, Ru- 
bin says, he’s only been getting about 
150 youngsters. Their parents pay just 
over $1,200 for the eight-week season. 

On April 1, 1973, two local business- 
men, Benjamin Bookless and James 
Stevens paid Rubin $20,000 for an op- 
tion'to buy the camp for $350,000. The 
option payment would be subtracted 
from the sales price if they decide to 
buy the property. Under -the option 
they have to notify Rubin of their in- 


tent to buy by Oct. 1 this year or lose_ 


their option. If they decide to buy the 
sale has to be consummated by Dec. 
te 


. On June 21, 1973, then Mayor Don- 


ald G. Butler, who did not know Ru- 
bin already had given out the option, 
wrote Rubin expressing interest in 
city acquisition of the property. 

The Berkshire Natural Resources 
Council (BNRC). a privately funded 
conservation group. had called the 
land: to Butler's attention, Rubin did

and BNRC learned it was already un- 
der option. 


In May this year the BNRC sat 
down with. Bookless and Stevens. 
Bookless, who is in the investment 
business, and Stevens, a carpet mer- 
chant, told them they were asking 
$650,000 for the property. At that time 
they were advértising it in the New 
England Quarterly Journal. 


George S. Wislocki, executive direc- 
tor of the BNRC, said his group de- 
layed moving on any purchase then. 
Their thinking at the time was that, 
with the tight money market, Stevens 
and Bookless would not be able to find 
a buyer before their option expired. In 
that event the BNRC planned to nego- 
tiate directly with Rubin. i 


Then about Aug. 8 Bookless and Ste- 
vens asked the BNRC if it was still in- 
teresting in buying from them. They 
put the price in the $500,000 range. 
Wislocki said, and the BNRC_ told 
them it was *‘too rich for our blood.” 


About Aug. 10 Bookless and Stevens 
advised the BNRC there was a com- 
petitor for the property. They gave 
the group until Aug. 13 to decide 
whether to take an option. By this 
time. following negotiations, the price 
had dropped to $425,000.

“We got an indication from a 
source that the Competitor's offer was 
quite real.and we had to act. So we 
did,’ Wislocki said. 

“Not. only was there a buyer,” 
Bookless said. *’There still is.”’ 

He told a reporter that he and Ste- 
vens in concert with out-of-town part- 
ners are prepared to purchase the 
land at a total price of more than 


$425,000. The would-be buyers would 


like to build apartments there. But in 
a discussion with Mayor Evan S. Do- 
belle some time ago, they were in- 
formed he would oppose that use.

“Mr. Stevens and I saw ourselves 
involved in a zoning fight and a lot of

We've had an offer of $1 million 
net profit if the zoning. change was 
there,’ Bookless said. 

By this he means they had a cus- 
tomer who would pay that amount if 
they first got the zoning changed for 
apartments. : 

“We'd gladly take it back if the city 
would give us the zoning change,” 
Bookless said. But he is worried that 
the City Council would not grant that 
change because of opposition on West 
Street and Blythewood Drive. 

Besides, Bookless said, "The nicest 
thing in the world is for the people to 
have it.” 


On Aug. 13 the BNRC borrowed 
$25,000 from the First Agricultural 
National Bank to make a down pay- 
ment. on a $75,000 option from Book- 
less and Stevens. 

Next the BNRC sought sources of 
funding so it could buy the property 
for $425,000 by Dec. 1. 


On Aug. 21 it met with the National 
Nature ,Conservaney. in Washington, 
D.C., and was assured it could borrow 
from them for less than the prime 
rate. At the same time it worked out 
an agreement with Rubin. If he were 
allowed to use the camp again next 
summer, he would be willing to let the 
BNRC assume his mortgage of $128,000 
atarateof5.5percent. ~ 


Between the two arrangements, 
Wislocki said, the BNRC would be 
able to borrow enough to buy the 
property.

On Tuesday at noon — unless it 
gains an extension — the BNRC has 
to notify Bookless and Stevens wheth- 
er it will give them a $50,000 note to 
complete the option. 

If it buys the camp, the BNRC will 
hold it in hope that the city will in turn 
buy it from the BNRC for a park. 

Before the purchase by the city 
takes place, the city would apply for 
50 per cent federal aid and 25 per cent 
state aid. If these sources fell 
through, it would not have to con- 
summate the deal, Wislocki said. 


Wislocki said the state and federal 
aid has been assured but will not be 
available until about July 1, 1975, 
when those governments move into 
their next fiscal-year. 

The BNRC’s selling price to the city 
would be an estimated $450,000. Wis- 
locki said the reason the price would 
be $25,000 higher than the nonprofit 
BNRC paid for it would be to cover 
BNRC’s expenses for financing, taxes 
and insurance on the property. 


* * * * 


The BNRC if it moves to buy the 
property will not have to put up the 
full $425,000. Under an agreement 
with Rubin, the full amount would not 
have to be paid until the city pur- 
chase went through. In the meantime, 
BNRC would put up roughly $160,000, 
including the option money. 

If the sale with the city fell through, 
the BNRC would be responsible for 
the full $425,000, however. 


Some observers believe the BNRC’s 
protection of .its investment is the 
land itself. If the sale to the city was 
not consummated. the BNRC would 
have the opportunity to sell the prop- 
erty to a private buyer, a situation 
Wislocki said it hopes to avoid.

We can’t afford 
another city park 
To the Editor of THE EAGLE:— 

I agree 100 per cent with 


Councilman Stracuzzi that the - 


city cannot afford the luxury of 
Supporting another public park. 
Even if the city obtains. this 
property at no cost, it has been 
estimated that over $150,000 a 
year will be required for 
maintenance. It is exactly this 
kind of unnecessary added tax 
burden that has increased this 
city’s tax rate by almost 40 per 
cent over the last five years. 

If the demand for park and 
recreation facilities is as great 
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NRC decides to pure 


as we are led to believe, then 
let us improve on what is al- 
ready owned by the city.

The private conservation group’s com- 
mitment came when it decided to exe- 
cute a $75,000 option for the camp pur- 
chase. 

BNRC Executive Director George S. 
Wislocki said that although the ‘risk is 
tremendous” for his group, it decided to 
move forward for two reasons.

One is the ‘‘enthusiasm’’ shown by the 


public as demonstrated by the fact that 
more than 400 people have pledged dona- 


tions of $43,000 to the fund-raising drive 
initiated by Mayor Evan S. Dobelle last 
Thursday. 

The other, Wislocki continued is the 
fact the ‘banking community has ral- 
lied around Camp Onota” and has 
agreed to substantially underwrite 
$50,000 of. the BNRC’s. option ex- 
penditure. 

The risk to the BNRC, as Wislocki sees 
it, is that the City Council eventually 
might fail to buy the 48-acre tract from 
the BNRC. 

While a 6-5 majority of the Council has 
indicated it favors the aequisition, an 8-3 
majority would be needed to take a bond 
issue for the purchase and to take the 
land. i

thirds majority that the mayor decided 
to turn to the public in hoping to raise 
the city’s $115,000 quarter-share of the 
estimated $450,000 purchase price to the 
city next year. 

The remaining 75 per cent would be 
paid by the state and federal govern- 
ments. These funds, Wislocki said, are 
virtually assured. 

BNRC had to decide by noon today 
whether to execute the option with Ben- 
jamin R. Bookless and James. E. Ste- 
vens, two local businessmen who hold 
the option to the property owned by Ir- 
ving Rubin of New York. 

The Conservation organization took out 
a $25,000 loan to pay Bookless and Ste- 


vens the first installment last month. It | 


gave them a $50,000 promisory note for 
the remainder at 10:45 this morning. 


By Dec. 1 the BNRC has to buy the 48- |

‘Labor Council throws support 
behind Camp Onota purchase 


The Pittsfield Central Labor 
Council last night unanimously 
endorsed the proposed munici- 
pal purchase of Camp Onota for 
apark. 

Delegates frorn nine of the 16 
member unions Were present. 
Agreeing with some opposing 
councilmen that the city now 
has too much unused parkland, 
the Labor Council suggested 
that some be sold. The Burgner 
tract on outer Williams Street 
was mentioned. 

The Labor Council also said 
that a purchase agreement 
should allow for the resale of 
the Camp Onota property ‘“‘if 
actual experience proves that it 
would be too costly to main- 
tain.” 

“However, we do not feel that 
this will be necessary, based on 


| the estimate of the delegates 


from the municipal workers,’’ 
Labor Council publicity director 
Ralph J. Froio said. The repre- 
sentatives of the city’s blue-col- 
lar union estimate that it should 
cost no more than $33,000 a year 


to maintain, Froio said. 

That.-estimate was based on 
the premise that the park would 
be maintained by the Park De- 
partment. 

The labor representatives ar- 
gued against charges to local 
residents for using the camp if 
it is acquired as a park. But 
they did not oppose charging 
out-of-towners. 

“We strongly urge the Pitts- 
field City Council to purchase 
this property and not let this 
once-in-a-lifetime opportunity 
slip. by,” the Labor Council said 
in its press release. 

Meanwhile, Mayor Evan §&. 
Dobelle said there would be no 
need to stretch a. sewer line 
toward the lakeshore area of 
the park. 

Sewer Commission Chairman 
Jack L. Bennett had estimated 
that to extend the sewer there 
would cost $150,000. 

But Dobelle said that a sewer 
line already extends to the top 
level of the 48-acre camp prop- 
erty, .and he peeet “Pm. not

DNR said lukewarm — 


to ice-rink-site proposals 


Pittsfield High School has 
been added to Berkshire Com- 
munity College as a recom- 
mended site for a state-funded 
ice-hockey rink. But a state offi- 
cial Tuesday threw cold water 
on both suggestions. 

“We're reluctant right now to 
expand our rink facilities,” said 
Gilbert A. Bliss, director of the 
Department of Natural Re- 
sources’ bureau of recreation. 
The DNR is the agency which 
has built and maintains at pub- 
lic expense some 16 ice rinks 
and 20 swimming pools for com- 
munity recreation around the 
State. 

Two more .DNR rinks are 
scheduled to open later this 
year in the Worcester County 
area, said Bliss, and the legisla- 
ture in its last session appro- 
priated funds for two additional 
rinks in Western Massachusetts, 
one in South Berkshire County 
and the other in the Amherst- 
Hadley area. 

Bliss. said the DNR. is sur- 


veying demands for public skat- $ 


ing, swimming and tennis facil- 
ities around the state in order to 
develop a policy for the future. 
There is some evidence that ice 
rinks have reached saturation 
numbers, he said. 


Private rinks fail 


“It may not be as true for 
Western Massachusetts as down 
here,” said Bliss in a telephone 
interview from his Boston of- 
fice. ‘But private rinks have 
mushroomed along with the 
public ones, and quite a few of 
the latter have failed.”’ 

“In fact, there was a fore- 
closure sale on a rink near Con- 
cord just advertised in the bos- 
ton Globe,”’ he said. 

A hockey rink at PHS was 
Suggested at a meeting Monday 
night of the School Buildings 
Needs Commission, (SBNC) 
which is racing to reach agree- 
ment on plans for renovating 
the school and’ enlarging the 
Site.

Hebert, 56, is a native of Quincy and a 
graduate of Quincy High School. He 
graduated from Kents Hill Preparatory 
School in Maine in 1937 and Hyannis 
State Teachers College in 1942. He later 
took graduate degrees at Columbia Uni- 
versity Teachers College in New York. 
He was a lieutenent in the United States 
Navy during World War II. 

He has served on a number of profes- 
sional and civie organizations, including 
the Pittsfield Council for the Aged and 
the Berkshire Hills Conference and was 
president of the New England Park As- 
sociation from 1967 to 1968. Hebert 
worked closely with the city Planning 
Board and Conservation Commission 
during the 15-year period when the facil- 
ities of his department have greatly ex- 
panded. He is credited with much of the 
initial groundwork that led the two city 
agencies to move to acquire Brattlebrook 
Park, Wild Acres off South Mountain 
Road and Burbank Park.

Vincent J. Hebert is neither unfair nor in- 
accurate when he describes himself this way.

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New minimum wage law ef; 
benefits few area municipal e

New federal minimum wage 
law amendments covering local 


‘government employes go into 


effect today and will necessitate 
pay increases for some munici- 
pal workers in Berkshire Coun- 
ity. 

A recent random survey of 


several county towns and the. 


two cities, Pittsfield and North 
Adams, indicates that some poll 
workers, census takers, cafe- 
teria workers and library aides 


_ currently receive hourly wages 
' below the new standard of $1.90. 


However, most local govern- 


ment employes apparently earn 
‘et least 10 cents mbre per hour 


than the new rate. 

With the adoption of the 
amendments, the federal Fair 
Standards and Labor Act for the 
first time provides for state and 
local government employes, 
who number close to five mil- 
lion among the more than 55 
million workers covered by the 
various provisions of the law. 

The law raises the minimum 
wage of 36 ‘million nonfarm 
workers from $1.60 to $2 and to 
$2.30 by 1977. For slightly fewer 
than one million farm workers, 
the lowest hourly rate is to be 
$1.30. It will reach the $2.30 lev- 
el by 1978. Minimum for govern- 
ment workers will also be $2.30 
by 1978, under the provisions. 


State minimum wage laws, 
which govern pay levels for 


\ most employes not under feder- 


al regulations, do not affect gov-. 


ernment workers. The. state 
minimum of $1.85 per hour was 
adopted in October. 1972; “and 
will not. change unless legisia- 
tion is enacted. 

Asked if any state employe 
earns less than $1.90 an hour, a 
state administrative finance of- 
ficial said, ‘‘No, absolutely 
not.” The lowest-paid state em- 
ployes receive $100.90 per week 
— more than $2.50 an hour. f 

It appears that. most munici- 
pal workers in Berkshire County 
towns and cities also earn above 
the minimum. For example, the 
most recently hired Dalton town 
employe, a teen-ager earns that 
town’s lowest rate of $2.26 an 
hour. The lowest-paid Adams- 
Cheshire Regional school. dis- 
trict worker earns $2.10 an 
hour. Pittsfield has no one re- 
ceiving less than $2. 

The federal law does not dis- 
tinguish between part-time and 
full-time labor. However, it does 
allow for students employed no 
more than 20 hours a week at 
schools or institutions to earn 
only 85 per cent of the min- 
imum. 

Few less than minimum 


The random survey .of city 
and town clerks, treasurers and 
accountants indicated that few 
workers receive less than the 
new minimum. However some 
examples discovered were: 

—Two teen-agers who work as 
aides: at Botsford Memorial Li-

earn 95 cents an hour, but are 
due to receive $1.25 starting in: 
July. Librarian Annette Jenks, 
who said she has fought for 
higher wages for the teen-agers, 
said increases will be put into 
effect to comply with federal 
law. 

—Eight or 10 cafeteria aides 
in the Berkshire Hills Regional 
School District who earn the 
state minimum of $1.85 and are 
scheduled to receive at least 
$1.90 an hour in July. 

—Poll workers in Adams, who 
received $1.65 an hour, and poll 
workers and census takers in 
Cheshire, who received $1.75, as 
did Williamstown poll workers, 
for their most recent work. 

—Part-time library clerks in 
North Adams earn $1.61 cur- 
rently and are to receive a 5.5 
per cent or 2l-cent, raise in 
July. 


Noncompliance penalty: 


An official in the federal labor 
department’s regional office in 
Boston said towns or cities 
found not in compliance with 
the law will be required to pay 
affected employes retroactively 
to May 1, the effective date of 
the amendments. 

When President Nixon signed 
the amendments bill into law 
April 8 he said he had ‘tsome

The School Committee 
Wednesday night ratified a new 
18-month contract covering the 
school system’s 95 custodial 
workers. The previous contract 
expired Dec. 31, 1973. 

The new agreement provides 
for a 6 per cent wage boost for 
the six months between last 
Jan. 1 and June 30 and another 
6 per cent for the 12 months en- 
ding June 30, 1975.

City police will get an 8 per 
cent raise this year, followed by 
a 3 per cent increase in the sec- 
ond year of their new two-year 
contract with the city, The 
Eagle has learned. 

The overall 11 per cent pay 
hike was one of two major 
items in the contract approved 
by the Pittsfield Police Associ- 
ation Thursday. 

The police have been working 
without a formal contract since 
the summer of 1972, when the 
last pact they approved expired. 
In the meantime, they have 
been given salary raises equal 
to those given other city em- 
ployes by way of City Council 
actions. 


First to settle 


The police are the first of the 
city unions to settle with the ad- 
ministration of Mayor Evan S. 
Dobelle. Negotiations were de- 
scribed by a knowledgeable 
source as having been peaceful 
all along, with “the two sides 
moving closer and closer togeth- 
er. 

Negotiations with other unions 


representing firemen, sanitation 
workers, blue-collar workers 


and secretaries, among others, | 


are in progress. 

The new police contract also 
includes a 37!2-hour work week, 
an agreement reached through 
a City Council move last year, 
although not put into force then 
because of a manpower short- 
age. 

The new work week, shorten- 
ed from the present 40-hour 
week, goes into effect after 16 
newly appointed patrolmen, now 
undergoing departmental train- 
ing, go on street and cruiser 
duty next week. 

The new contract covers all 
members of the department, 
more than 100 men, except for 
Police Chief John J. Killeen.

Mayor Dobelle today signed a 
new contract with the city’s 
blue-collar employes. providing 
pay increases of 12 per cent 
over the next two years — 8 per 
cent the first year and 4 per 
cent the second. 

The settlement, worked out in 
four months of negotiations with 
Local 861 of the American Fed- 


eration of State, County and’ 


Municipal Employes, covers an 
estimated 275 city workers, in- 
cluding sanitation employes and 
laborers in the public works, 
highway and parks and recrea- 
tion departments. 


Biggest contract 


In terms of the number of 
workers covered, it is the city’s 
biggest single municipal con- 
tract. Last week the city forma- 
lized a new two-year contract 
with police officers calling for 
pay increases totaling 11 per 
cent — 8 per cent the first year, 
and‘3 per cent the second. Still 
under negotiation are contracts 
covering city firefighters and 
nurses. 

Speaking to reporters this 
morning, Dobelle described the 


agreement as “‘fair and equi- 
table’? and said he was pleased 
both sides were able to agree on 
a two-year pact, rather than a 
shorter-term, one-year contract 
as in the past. 

Howard K. Reardon, presi- 
dent of the blue-collar union 
here, agreed. ‘‘It’s definitely the 
best agreement we've ever 
had,’ he commented today. The 
union’s last contract, an 18- 
month pact ending last June 30, 
called for annual pay increases 
of 5 per cent, in line with feder- 
al wage controls in force at the 
time. 

A key provision of the new 
contract is a wage reopener al- 
lowing the union to start a new 
round of negotiations next year 
in the event of continuing in- 
flation. The provision, intended 
as a Substitute for a cost-of-liv- 
ing escalator, commits the city 
to participation in the renewed 
bargaining session but does not 
guarantee any wage adjust- 
ments. 

Specifically, the new contract 
prescribes across-the-board pay 
hikes of 36 cents an hour the 
first year and 20 cents an hour 


the second. The increases will 
bring total starting pay for city 
laborers to $4 an hour in the 
second year of the contract, up 
from their current starting 
wage of $3.44 an hour. 

The maximum pay for labor- 
ers under the new contract will 
be $4.75 an hour in the seconc 
year. Laborers reach the top 
end of the pay scale after two 
years of work for the city. 


Total cost not estimated 


According to Reardon, labor- 
ers represent about 180 of the 
city’s 275-man, blue-collar work 
force. The. remainder are most- 
ly | mechanics, — carpenters, 
plumbers and other skilled em- 
ployes. While they are generally 
paid more than laborers, their 
wages under the new contract 
will increase by the same 
amount, a total of 56 cents an 
hour over two years. 


Dobelle today declined to esti- 
mate the’ total cost of the new 
two-year contract, or to venture 
a guess about how much it 
would affect the local tax rate. 
“Tt want to wait until all the con- 
tracts» are signed before calcu-

When Nick and his wife, the 
former, . Jeannette Moening,

when I realized that the roses 
you see in catalogues will grow 
somewhere else but not here in 
the Berkshires, I planted the 
bushes two inches. deeper than 
the grower suggest 


Before setting the rose bush 
in the ground, he adds a shovel- 
ful of dehydrated cow manure 
and two cups of bone meal. 
“Tm a great believer in 
mulch,”’ he added. ‘‘In late fall 
I cover the bushes with a foot of 
maple leaves to. get the plants 
through our subzero winter.” 


Most of the roses are planted 
in two beds. in the yard of the 
Debachers’ handsomely land- 
scaped white Cape. Cod. A’ bed 
in the backyard is 9 feet wide 
and 200 feet long and is edged 
with flat stone. The other bed, 
25 feet long, is in a raised stone 
facade terrace which . borders 
one side of the patio. 


Nick's favorite rose is ‘“‘Chrys- 
ler Imperial,” a hybrid tea. He 


and always look nice, even 
when they weather to a light 
gray,” he commented. ‘“‘Ever 
since the Checkerboard store on 
Fenn Street went out of busi- 
ness I’ve had'to buy them direct 
from Larrowe’ Mills, a dis- 
tributor.in Penn Yan, N.Y. For 
some reason, nobody in Pitts- 
field stocks buckwheat hulls,’ 
he lamented.

“Hanging planters look nice, | 
but they’re a lot of work,” said 
Nick. ‘Sometime I have to wa- | 
ter them. twice a day.” During | 
the winter months he stores the 
begonia bulbs-in a cold cellar in 
a barrel packed with buckwheat 
hulls.

Bacterial contamination caused by human waste has 
forced the city to close two beaches on the western shore 
of Onota Lake. 


Louis A. Bolduc, acting health commissioner, said 
yesterday that the two public unsupervised beaches of! 
Lakeway Drive did not pass a routine water - sampling 
test. The two beaches, which have been without public 
toilets, have drawn.large numbers of weekend bathers, 
this year. 

The larger public beach at Burbank Park is not af- 
fected by the bacteria, Bolduc said. 


Bolduc said that without rest-room facilities nearby, 
bathers have taken to the nearby. woods to relieve them- 
selves. Human waste in the woods has been washed by 
rain into a swamp, where it has incubated into bacteria. _ 
This bacteria has then drained into the lake, Bolduc said. 


Boldue said the Department of Parks and Recreation | 
will install portable sanitation facilities and clean the 
woods. He said there ‘‘is a possibility the contamination 
will have. washed itself out by Friday’ and that the 
beaches might be reopened for the weekend.

LONGMEADOW — The Pitts- 
field West All-Stars took the 
Western Massachusetts (Section 
1) Little League championship 
and one of four berths in the up- 
coming state playoffs, with a 
dramatic 3-2 victory over the 
Joe Schwartz All-Stars of 
Worcester, before 208 spectators 
at Williams Court Field here 
last evening. 

The westsiders will leave 
Pittsfield Thursday afternoon 
for Wheaton College in Taunton, 
where they will meet the Dis- 
trict 4 representative in semi- 
final action, Friday at 4:30 p.m. 
The state championship and 
consolation games will be held 
Saturday, starting at 11:00 a.m. 

Mike Sweener was the big sto- 
ry again for the Pittsfield team. 
His blazing fast ball and effec- 
tive change-up were too much for 
the Worcester batters. Only 
twice did they get good wood on 
his deliveries. Kevin Barrette 
hit. a sharp ground _ single 
through the left side in the sec- 
ond and Paul Litchfield hit a 
half-speed pitch for a_ solid 
single to left in the sixth. Only 
one other ball, a lazy fly to cen- 
ter in the fifth, reached the out- 
field. 

Actually, Sweener had more 
problems from the Pittsfield de- 
fense and his own wildness than 
he had from the Worcester hit- 
ters. After two excellent per- 
formances, the West All-Stars 
understandably had an off day. 
They frequently appeared flat in 
the field, and their timing was 
off, somewhat at the plate. 

Errors put Sweener in a hole 
in the first two innings. He 
pitched out of trouble in the 
first, retiring Mark Julian on a 
pop-up with two on and two out.

Team to beat 


Messina went with Sweener 
because he believes Arlington is 
the team to beat for the state 
title. He also felt that if his 
team defeated Arlington. his 
boys would have the confidence 
and momentum to defeat the 
winner of the Medford-Randolph 
game for the championship. 


~Anytime you have the cali-_ 


ber of teams that they ( Arling- 
ton) have had over the years. 
it's got to rub off . .. the kids 
are bound to be affected by 
this’. said Messina. The Pitts- 
field coach added that he is not 
disappointed that a late, unex- 
plained change in pairings put 
West against the favorite in the 
semifinals. 


“Pm kind of glad it worked 
out this way’) he added, noting 
that this way. his boys won't be 
overlooking anyone. 

Messina was not concerned 
that -Sweener had only three 
days’ rest. The big right-hander 
pitched’ all six innings in Mon- 
day evening's 3-2. win over 
Worcéster Schwartz.

Steady Dave Luscier hurled a 
neat three-hitter last night, to 
lead Magner’s Drugs, of the 
South Little League to a 3-1 up- 
set of the undefeated West! 
League champion, Big N, in the 
finals of the 1974 city champion- 
ship series. 

In a year in which the West 
League had reaped considerable 
glory, with its all-star team win- 
ning the first state champion- 
ship in this city’s history, last 
night’s victory returned some 
prestige to the South League, 
which for most of the past dec- 
ade has been considered the 
class of the Berkshires. 

In pitching Magner’s to the 
city championship, Luscier out- 
dueled Mike Sweener. Luscier 
shut out the Big N on two 
scratch singles until the sixth, 
when Sweener led off with a 


. double into the left field corner, 


advanced to third on an error 
and scored on a sacrifice fly by 
Theron Goodrich. : 

Though unable to duplicate 
Sweener’s fast ball, Luscier 
pitched effectively and with 
good control. He paced himself 
well, using his fast ball to work 
out of mild jams in the first, 
fourth and fifth innings. 

“I. think David is the best 
pitcher in the city,” said Mag- 
ner’s coach Ray Tuggey after 
the game. ‘‘He may not be as 
fast as some, but» he’s smart.” 
Tuggey was not surprised that 
his boys got to Sweener. 
“They've hit everybody all sea- 
son long,’ he added. 

Magner’s did have trouble 
with Sweener at the start. Mike 
used his hummer to strike out 
five of the first. six batters he 
faced, but slowly ran out of gas 
and was plagued by frequent 
wildness. The big right-hander 
finished with 13 strikeouts, all in 
the first five innings, walked 
five, hit two batters and. un- 
corked four wild pitches.

Little League protectionism 


On the surface of it, the decision 
of Little League Baseball, Inc., to 
restrict its world series to teams 
from the continental United States 
seems like the most reasonable thing 
in-the world. It’s absurd to have 12- 
year old boys fly thousands of miles 
around the globe in order to play a 
couple games of ball. For that mat- 
ter, there’s-no reason to have boys 
from California or Maine travel all 


‘the way to the world series site in 


Williamsport, Pennsylvania. A state 
or_regional championship should sat- 
isfy the frustrated ambitions of the 
most zealous stage fathers. 

The fact of the matter is, though, 
that it was not the energy crisis or 
the rising fares of the airlines that 
persuaded the 14 elders who run the 
Little League to throw up the off- 
limits sign to foreigners. More im- 
portant in the decision, no doubt, 
was the fact that the foreign teams 
have grown to dominate the games. 
Taiwan has taken home the pennant 
in five of the past six. years, Japan 
won the two previous years and a 
Monterrey, Mexico, team won in 
1957 and 1958. The last American 
winner was in 1970. 

There are reasons for the success 
of the foreigners, especially the 
Asians. Many of the players come 
from climates where they are able 
to play all year round and they do 
just that, without the distraction of 
football, - basketball or hockey. An- 
other contribution to their success, 
according to the foreigners’ critics, 


is that the teams from Asia are ac- 
tually all-star teams, the pick of the 
entire nation, and not just hometown 
nines, like the American teams. 
That factor could account for the 
lopsided winning streak of the Asian 
teams, but the drubbings that the 
New York Mets have taken in Japan 
recently show that baseball skills 
are not registered solely with the 
U.S. Patent Office. 

However complex the reasons be- 
hind the superior play of the foreign- 
ers, the reaction of the Little League 
board of directors was about as 
complicated as a beanball. “If you 
won't let me win a few, then I'll take 
my ball and.bat home,”’ pretty much 
sums up the thinking of the direc- 
tors. If they were shoe manufac- 
turers instead of Little League 
czars, they would probably be ask- 
ing Congress. to set a high tariff on 
the cheaper and better shoes the for- 
eigners were sending to this country. 

This kind of simple-minded, tact- 
less decision might be excusable if 
it had been made by disappointed 
little kids. According to the LLB 
board spokesman, however, the chil- 
dren had no objection to letting the 
non-Americans stay in the series. 
The ban on foreigners was strictly 
the work of grown-ups. 

If anybody ever needed convincing 
proof that grown men and kids’ 
baseball don’t mix, this Yellow Peril 
farce provides it. The only thing 
little about Little League is the spirit 
of the adults who control it.

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‘Improvements 
to start soon on 
Pitt Playground 


Extensive improvements to 
* the Pitt Playground at Colum- 
bus Avenue and John Street will 
be started by the Pittsfield Re- 
development Authority after La- 
bor Day. 


The Petricca Construction Co. 
is the contractor, winning the 
job on the basis of a low bid of 
$39,806. Petricca will also be 
building the Authority’s new 
park on West Street at Dewey 
Avenue on the site of the Perl- 
man scrapyard. 


Both jobs are part of the 
_ PRA’s West Side rehabilitatio: 
project. 


The Pitt Playground plan was 
prepared by Pittsfield architect 
Robert B. Deloye. It will in- 
clude a small stage, toilet facil- 
ities, an adventure walk for 
small children, a tricycle path 
surfaced in dirt to avoid hard- 
surface injuries, limited picnic 
and barbecue facilities, an 
earthen mound for playing king 
of the hill sand additional 
playground equipment. 

The most expensive: item in 
the project is the stage and toi- 
lets. They will be incorporated 


in one $19,000 building. The 
roofed-over stage will face the 
park and the rest rooms will be 
located in the back of the struc- 
ture. 

New playground equipment 
will include seesaws, a large 
slide, a swinging gate, a climb- 
er, a low balance beam, a gym 
set, a concrete pipe to crawl 
through, a “pier walk,” three 
picnic tables, three outdoor 
grills and two bike racks. Im- 
proved lighting will be installed. 

The playground currently has 
a basketball court, softball field, 
swings and other playground 
equipment which will be re- 
tained.
